Unless the president changes his pres- 
ent purpose the United States will cer- 
tainly go ahead in its humane effort. Tha 
feeling in congress that a struggle is un- 
avoidable grows hourly. 


The semi-official statement of Presi- 


dent McKinley's program has done much 
to clarify the atmosphere and to relieve 
the tension of the situation. If the presi- 
dent carries out to the letter his program 
there will probably be no trouble in keep- 
ing both houses quiet, even after the re- 
port of the naval board of inquiry is re- 
ceived. That is the feeling today. Any 
change on the part of the president will 
be followed by quick action in both 
houses. 


What President McKinley and his ad- 


visers fear most at this juncture is an 
overt act on the part of Spain. Corre- 
spondence between the state department 
and Madrid is becoming strained. Spain 
has evidently taken a new tack in its 
diplomatic 'game, and is now trying to 
"bluff" the United States into a contro- 
versy or an admission. 


The difficulty anticipated is in getting 


Spain to assent to the distribution of 
relief outside the provinces where the 
Spanish authorities are in control. 


It is intimated that the administration 


is going to persist in this plan as a logical 
development of the inauguration of the 
relief movement. 
Charity, it is held, 


cannot be restricted to loyal Spanish 
subjects, but must be extended to the 
starving women and children, no matter 
in what part of the island they languish 
nor under what flag their fathers, broth- 
ers or husbands serve.

On one point, how- 
ever, Mr. McKinley will be extremely 
emphatic. He will say that the condi- 
tions in Cuba must cease. The presi- 
dent has reached this point of suggesting 
Immediate action by reason of the pres- 
sure which has been brought to bear 
upon him by commercial interests. From 
all parts of the United States there has 
rolled toward Washington a tremendous 
and overpowering wave of popular ex- 
pression against a •prolongation of the 
present uncertainty. 


It Is a settled conviction that the ad- 


ministration's policy, whatever course 
in detail it may take, will mean but one 
thing—the liberation of Cuba—and the 
attitude of Spain leaves little hope that 
war can be averted.

regarded as the most formidable fighting 
machine In the navy. 
In addition to 


other preparations for possible trouble 
It is proposed to employ 16 of th* sea- 
going revenue cutter* for use al<?ng the 
Atlantic coast. 
They will be first sent 


to Norfolk, where additional guns will 
be mounted and will then proceed to 
Key West and become a part of tha 
squadron there. 
Their main service, 


however, will be as naval pickets, a chain 
of these fleet cutters bains maintained 
outside'of the cruisers and battleships. 
The revenue cutter service now has 
ready for instant and active service 124 
line officers, 74 engineers, 906 enlisted 
men 
and 19 vessels.

or dynamite cruise'rs. 


Whether this last move will be made is 
riot definitely fleoided.

A Romarkuble Diicloswe. 


New York, March 24.—The remarkable 


disclosure is made by Leslie's Weekly m 
this week's issue that on April 30, 1883, 
General U. S. Grant wrote to General 
Badeau, telling the latter how easy it 
would be for the United States to~ cap- 
ture Havana by a combined attack by 
our land and naval forces. This letter, 
which is printed in facsimile by Les- 
lie's Weekly, reads as follows: 


"Dear Bateau—I beg your pardon for 


not answering your letter requesting my [ 
views about the capabilities of the de- 
fenses of the harbor of Havana to re- 
sist any navy. * I supposed I had an- ' 
Bwered it, but your last letter reminds 
me that I have not. On my visit to 
Havana three years ago I had the op- 
portunity of seeing the forts and arma- 
ment. 
Both are formidable and," with 


additions that could easily be made be- 
fore any country could attack them, im- 
pregnable from direct attack; but I 
should not regard Havana as a difficult 
place to capture with a combined army 
and navy. 
It -would have to be done, 


however, by effecting a landing else- 
where and cutting off land communi- 
cation with the army while the navy 
would perform the same service on the 
water. The hostility of the native pop- 
uiaLion (.0 the Spanish authority would 
make this a comparatively easy task 
for any first-class power, and especially 
easy for the United States In case of war 
with Spain." 


Reorganizing the Army. 


Washington, March 24.—The army re- 


organization bill has been reported to 
the house. 
The committee disposed of 


a significant point as to the president's 
functions in time of war. 
There was 


a long discussion over a proposition to 
insert in the bili an express provision 
which would permit the president to 
increase the army forces immediately 
in case of a grave emergency. 
It WE.E 


pointed out that no president ever would 
taks advantage of such a provision, and 
that President Lincoln had set^he ex- 
ample, and his action had been'subse- 
quently justified. 
It was concluded, 


however, that it would be best to allow 
the conditions to remain unchanged, 
and the committee inserted a provision 
modifying section 2, to make previous 
congressional action more binding, a4- 
lowlng the establishment of the third 
battalion wai^orrnaUon only upon the 
declaration of war by congress, or a 
Isclaratlon that war exists. 


-The 
committee in its report cites of- 


ficial reports as showing the increase 
of the command force of the .line of the 
army needed to change it from a pena* 
to a war footing and puts the enlist- 
ed strength at 104,384 men, an increase of 
78,954 m«n, equivalent to 86 regiments of 
volunteers of 1200 men each.

SPITE THE. WAR SCARE. 


J. B. Stoddart and "Betide the Bonnie 


Brier liuih" Now In Itehoaraal—Freddy 
Gebhurd's Name Aealu In Print Be- 
cauke He Wauta to Sell Hi* llorsos. 


NEW YORK. March 81 —[Special.]—In 


fpito of tbe fact that our Spanish compli- 
cations are a chief topic of conversation 
wherever New Yorkers are gathered to- 
gether the world in general ia wagging 
along about the sume »s ever in tilia big 
cosmopolitan town. 


Thwa is, of oourso, much uncertainty 


among speculators, and many men liuvu 
lost iiiouoy through fluctuations on Wall 
street. But for every loser there has been 
a winner, and meanwhile business is being 
trtinsaobed as usual at the old stands, tbo 
Btroots are noisy with traffic, Lout is 
obbin^ed by tho religious with placid de- 
votion,und the theaters are crowded night- 
ly by amusement seuking throngs. 


Maclareu'd Work Dramatized. 


In the iboatric.il line there is nothing 


that appeals to a wider class just now than 
the rehearsals of "Beside tbo Bonnie Brier 
Bush" going on"daily at tho Knickerbock- 
er theater. Ian Maclareu's book of this 
title has been widely circulated, and there 
is general curiosity among its readers re- 
garding tho form to be taken by the dram- 
atization, since as published it was simply 
a succession of Scottish character sketches 
with hardly a thread of continuity to 
string them on. I understand that tho 
drumatizers, James MacArtbur and Tom 
Ball, have got a plot together and thai; 
some good critics expect the play to be a 
decided success. 


As usual with new plays, the opening 


performance is to be given at Washington, 
tbe date being March 38. 


In one thing the management of the en- 


rerprise appears to have been especially 
fortunate, and that is tha engagement of 
J. H. Stoddart to play tbe part of Lachlan 
Campbell. Mr. Stoddart is a veteran play- 
er who looks tbe part. He is capable ot 
making a serious impression in dialect, 
and, better than all for this part, he passed 
his boyhood in Scotland, so tbat the kail- 
yard accent will come natural and need 
not be acquired. 


Mr. Stoddart is better known in New 


York than elsewhere, but the artistic na- 
ture of his work has been so long and 
thoroughly recognized here that his repu- 
tation must have extended over tho entire 
country. Though now past 70, he is still 
good for more than one season of sus- 
tained effort, and it is his purpose, I hear, 
not to retire from tbe stage altogether as 
long as his strength holds out. His first 
public appearance was as a page when he 
was under 10. He came here 44 years ago. 


If his own words are to be believed, 


Stoddart's life has been so uneventful that 
the only part of it affording good remi- 
niscences was made up of tbe years during 
which he lived in New Jersey and tried to 
make money raising pears. At one time 
be bad an orchard of 3,000 trees, and there 
were seasons that these yielded a profit, 
but they were so few and living in the 
country was BO inconvenient for a man in 
his profession that he gave it up after a 
couple of decades. 


When Stoddort Was Late. 


His farm was at Eahway, and he trav- 


eled back and forth by railroad train and 
ferryboat. One night the ferryboat broke 
down in midstream on the way co New, 
York, and the craft floated helplessly on 
tbe river for so long that the captain was 
finally persuaded to set the actor ashore in 
a rowboat. 
"When he stepped on land, it 


was 8.-20, and Stoddart knew tbe ourtam 
was already up. To make matters worse, 
there was not a car in sight, and he ran 
all the way to the theater, where he arrived 
just as the first act was concluded. Of 
course there had been no end of trouble 
because of bis absence, and, to complicate 
matters still further, the dresser had failed 
to notify any one of Stoddart's nonarrival 
until the very moment he should have 
gone on. Lester Wallack was manager, 
and bo was abusing tbe dresser like a pick- 
pocket when Stoddart appeared and as- 
sumed all tbe blame. 


"I've no reproaches for you," said Wal- 


laolc, "You are suffering enough as it ia j 
but, hang* it, man, you shouldn't live in 
tho country. If you must hoe potatoes, I 
hops that in future you'll hoe them in 
Central park." 


Tbe remainder of the play was acted 


with Stoddarb in his proper place, but he 
was so out of breath from his run and so 
nervous withal that be confesses to making 
a sorry show ing. 
. 


Mr. Stoddart's early appearances were 


all in comedy roles, btit when he joined 
the Union Square theater in 1873 Stuart 
Robson wns in tbo company, and as ha 
wanted all tho funny parts St.oddart was 
pushed into serious cbaraoters and bas 
ever since appeared much oftaner in such 
parts than any others. 
i 


Freddy Gebhard.

yet it is really not so very long since his 
doings wero among tbo staple topics for 
consideration alike by gossip writers and 
regular news reporters.

sport. As a matter of fact, whatever Geb- 
hard may have been in tbo past, ho is now 
about as bard headed as they make 'em, 
cool, calculating, temperate and looking 
out for the main chance as closely as any 
one. 


Whenever be Invests monoy he wants it 


to make good return, and if it doesn't he 
either finds out why and removes tho rea- 
son or withdraws tbe investment as he 
now purposes withdrawing his horses. Ill 
is understood, by the way, that Gebhard 
would dearly like to be in public life, and 
all his friends think him admirably fitted 
lor a political career, since he makes 
friends roadily, bas a voice that would 
sound well from the platform and enough 
of a bar'l to back these qualities up. It is 
a part of tbo gossip, indeed, that ho would 
have gone Into politics some years ago bad 
he not stood in dread of probable spicy 
references to his picturesque past nnd that 
in spite of his preferences this dread will 
permanently keep him in private life.

It is a somewhat curious coincidence 


that tbt beads of the English and Ameri- 
can cabineto, Lord Salisbury and Secre- 
tary Sherman, are both just at present 
only nominally in charge of their respec- 
tive positions, Owing to the ill-health of 
the English premier the vast foreign in- 
terests of the empire are temporarily en- 
trusted to Mr. Balfour.

CALICO PRINTING- OF THE WORLD. 


The Textile Mercury recently printed 


some very interesting facts from M. 
Sohoen, a French authority, on (be calico 
printing industry of the world. They 
show the United States to be second in the 
number of print works possessed by any 
country. Great Britain being fir at with 79, 
while we have 42. The totc-1 number of 
print works in the world is314, distributed 
aa follows: Great Britain 79, Russia 29, 
United States 42, Austria 36, France 34, 
Alsace-Lorraine 11, Germamy 14, Spain 31, 
Italy 15, Holland 6, Mexico 10, Switzar- 
land 4, Belgium 3. 


In number of machines, Great Britain 


leads again by a large majority, with 888, 
•et of a total of 2,686 in the world. This 
country has 889, while Russia, with only 
20 works, has 412 machines. This makes 
the Russian works the largest in the 
world, as they have an average of 14.2 
machines. Great Britain's average is 11.2, 
the famous Alsatian works average 13.6, 
while American print works are smaller, 
with an average of 9.2 machines. 


According to M. Schoen's figures the 


amounts produced by each machine in 
.the different countries show astonishing 
comparisons. The total number of printed 
pieces a year is 46,882,060, of which Great 
Britain, tarns out 15,934,000, and this 
country 7,780,000. The most productive 
machines are those of Mexico, where 25,000 
is the average number of pieoes for each 
machine. The list of producing countries 
with the number of pieoes produced by 
each machine is its own most interesting 
comment. It is as follows: Great Britain, 
18,000, Russia 22,000, United States 20,000, 
Austria 15,000, France 12,000, 
Alsace-

He Will Visit the German War Lord Be- 


fore He Ketnriis to America — Some ot 
the Captain's Personal Traits— A Kuohne 
Beverldge Story.

TUKK, March S3.— [Special.] — 


Captain James T. Mahan, author of "Sea 
Power In History," who expects to sail for 
Europe on Saturday next, fc going abroad 
ostensibly for the purpose of giving his 
children an opportunity to seo old worid 
lands under his parsonal direction and the 
collection of needed material for a forth- 
coming book. 


He has another purpose also in view, 


according to bis friends, though little or 
nothing has been said about it in print, 
and that is to accept nn invitation of tha 
German Emperor William to pay him a 
visit. This monarch's admiration for tha 
views of Captain Mahan as expressed in 
his writings is well known, and it is not 
surprising that a personal interview is de- 
sired, "Whether the empetor has any design 
beyond that of interviewing the captain 
on certain points is not known to the 
friends of the latter. 


Captain Mahan is about 60, 0 feet tall 


and well built. 
"What thero is left of bis 


hair is of ' somewhat sanguine tinge, bis 
complexion is florid, and bis eyes are blue. 
His dress, though neat, is by no means up 
to date in cut or costly ifl material—in 
short, he is far from being a dude and 
doesn't seem to oare who knows it. 
But 


he is a gentleman every inch and an ex- 
ceedingly pleasant chap to meat. 


In personal conversation Captain Maban 


is exceedingly frank, but when speaking 
from the platform or talking for publica- 
tion his words are guarded and spoken 
with much deliberation. Ho is exceeding- 
ly fond of children, especially his own, of 
whom there are three, a son aged about 
17 and two daughters younger. 


Some Characteristics. 


Whenever Captain Mahan is not other- 


wise occupied or when ho wants to con- 
centrate his mind upon anything, he hums 
softly to himself. His familiarity with all 
sorts of musical compositions must be im- 
mense, for "'•bis humming repertory in- 
cludes hymn tunes, quicksteps, move- 
ments from Wagner, waltzes, Moody and 
Sankey melodies, phrases from 
comic 


opera, patriotic airs and what not besides. 
With him the humming habit seems quite 
as firmly fixed as the whistling habit is 
with Richard Croker and as comforting 
also. In fact, the captain's devotion to in- 
articulate music is more pronounced if 
anything than that of the boss of New 
York, since Croker rarely drops into bis 
peculiar tuneless whistle except when 
practically alone, while Captain Maban 
sometimes hums between his own sen- 
tences while listening to those of his vis-a- 
vis. 


Captain Mahan's mental grasp is ex- 


traordinary both in range and rapidity. 
Ho seems to bo able to absorb the contents 
of a volume by merely angering the 
leaves, so to speak, and he would certainly 
have rando an extraordinarily good ex- 
change editor. 


He is outspoken witb bis friends as to 


his opinions upon all current topics, but 
docs not often express himself concerning 
anything but facts for publication. It is 
reported that ho recently declared himself 
very well satisfied with the administra- 
tion's attitude in the present crisis so far 
and that he was awaiting the policy to be 
carried oilt in the next few weeks with ex- 
treme interest. 


Captain Mahan and Newspaper Men. 
As a rule, Captain Maban will see any 


newspaper reporter who calls upon him, 
though it by no means follows that he is 
alwaya ready to answer the questions thnt 
rnay be put. All through the present pe- 
riod of suspense be has declined absolutely 
to speak on current matters, and there are 
three papers whose reporters ho invariably 
refuses to receive. 


One of those is the New York Herald, 


and, while his objections to the ofcHer two 
proscribed are based upon general princi- 
ples, his dislike for Tbe Herald is the re- 
sult of a specific act. At the time of the 
complications over the international yacht 
races between the Defender and tbo Val- 
kyrie Captain Mahan was a member of the 
New York Yacht club's committee to in- 
vestigate the charges made by Lord Dun- 
raven. It will bo remembered that a Her- 
ald man got premature possession of the 
committee's report and published it in 
full several days before ib was ready for 
presentation.

gross breach of 'honor, and nothing that 
any attache of the paper or James Gordon 
Bennett himself has been able to say has 
sufficed to induce Mahnn to seo any man 
from The Herald fcinco that time.

and young .Tame1? G. Blaine, now a re-

But this methoiiwns far from 
satisfactory, and sho bogantofear that tho 
project would hove to bo abandoned. In 
the mmntlnin nbo hncl made tho aoqualnt- 


•nut, tt~V?. C. Sheehan, then lieutenant 
governor, and he suggested that Mr. Cleve- 
land be induced to submit to a sitting. 
This was exactly what Miss Beverldge 
wanted, and Mr. Sbeahnn forthwith intro- 
duced her. At fltst Mr. Cleveland de- 
murred, but Don M. Dickinson, W. C. 
Whitney, Colonel William L. Brown and 
other political lights added their influence, 
and consent was finally granted. 


While the sittings continued Miss Bev- 


eridge received a whole lot of perfectly 
lovely advertising, and she has been well 
to the front in the public view ever since.

This expression had its birth in tha 


days when people relied more on their 
legs as a means of locomotion than they 
do nowadays.

THINGS THAT INTERESTED AND PUZ- 


ZLED OFFICERS OR SURGEONS. 


DlsnpmUhU to B« Bit by • Spent Ball. 


CUM of Remarkable Nerve Displayed 
ky Wonuded Men—Heading Off » Paula 
In a Nubville Hotpltal. 


"Wounded men," said tho colonel, "were 


often misunderstood. General Fuller ot 
Toledo told me that be never expected for- 
giveness for onu harsh judgment of his. 
In tho midst of a battle he was trying to 
stop the flight of panic stricken men. One 
man came stumbling along, not heeding a 
word that was said to him. Indignant 
and impatient, Fuller, as he came near 
him, leaned from his horse and touched 
the man with his sword, saying sharply, 
'Go back, air!' The man looked up with 
a look that said as plain as words, 'I am 
looking for a place to die.' Ho opened his 
blouse and showed a great, gaping wound 
in bl« breast. Then he dropped to the 
ground. The general dismounted as soon 
as he could, but almost as he t^pk the 
man's head in his arms the poor'tellow 
died. 
:'Some men when struck showad no 


sign. I remember one little fellow who 
was struck three times in as many min- 
utes. The first shot struck bib right arm, 
a.nd he proceeded to load with his left. 
The next shot struck him in tho leg and 
brought him to his knees. He had bis left 
arm up, ramming home a load, when a 
bullet struck that arm. Then he looked 
up and said quietly: 'They have a partic- 
ular spite against me. I guess I'll quit.' 
And he dropped down." 


"We had one man in our company," 


said the sergeant, "who was shot through 
the body at Shiloh. He was carried off in 
an ambulance, and the boys supposed they 
would never see him again. But three 
days after the battle the regiment went 
into camp not fax from the field hospital, 
and that afternoon the men were surprised 
to see the man who had been shot through 
and through walk into camp, using bis 
rifle as a cane. He announced tbafe he had 
had enough of the hospital and wouldn't 
go back to it. The regimental surgeon 
swore a good deal, insisting that the 
wounded man should return to the hospi- 
tal, but in tbe end agreed that the plucky 
fellow should be cared for in the com- 
pany's quarters. The boys took great care 
of him. He improved rapidly, went on 
duty as Boon as he was able to walk and 
was with tbe company to the end of the 
service. 


"Other men wbo couldn't bear physical 


pain were greatly troubled by flesh wounds 
and received less sympathy than they de- 
wrved. The hardest wounds to bear were 
those from spent balls. These were more 
painful tbnn the wounds from tbe hard 
hitters, but men struck by spent bullets 
received oo sympathy at all. For some 
reaion it was counted disreputable to be 
bit by a spent ball or a splinter from a 
rock, sod many men worried along under 
the most painful wounds without going 
to tho hospital or without even consulting 
the surgeon. Some of these fellows carry 
the marks today and say nothing about 
them.

And, fairly throwing aside all 
the people about him, he sprang to his 
feet, climbed on bis horse, and, with bis 
clothing in disarray and bis bat banged 
on his head, started for the front, swear- 
Ing at tbo man wbo bad hit him with a 
epent ball. But the old general after that 
probably bad more sympathy with the 
men who were struck by balls that seemed 
to fall from the air or that oame with as 
little force as a stone thrown by a vicious 
boy. Sometimes these would strike a man 
on tbe foot and fairly craze him with pain. 
Sometimes they would drop on his back 
as be lay face down on tbe ground kicking 
up his heels, and be would writhe as 
though be were in tbe agonies of death." 


"While I was in charge of one ^)f the 


hospitals at Nashville," said the surgeon, 
"the most difficult cases to handle were 
those in which the soldiers were influenced 
by hallucinations or superstitions. The 
patients were arranged in a large hall, the 
cots in long rows, extending the full length 
of the room. One night a patient about 
half way down the hall died. The next 
night the man coming next in tbe row 
died, and the nezt day the third man in 
order died.

it had tho greatest influence on tho pa- 
tients in tho row. They watched that man 
for two days with unflagging interest, and 
it was a great trial for him to see, when- 
ever ho was lifted up by the nurse, a doznn 
wild eyed men looking him over to free 
whether death was on him or nor,, but he 
stood bis ground and stopped tho panic. 
He recovered and has bcou ns hearty as a 
buck ever since."—Chicago Inter Ocean.

The Advartiser Bays: "It la strange, 


but true, that there aj-e people right here 
in Boston, making claims to exceptional 
•culture,' v/ho appear to think that when 
they have glibly repeated this phrase 
'all over the world' they have spoken the 
final word, and put the whole Cuban 
question at one side, where it ought to 
be left alone and In silence. Under favor 
of this superfine culture, begging par- 
don for presuming to differ with such 
aelf-satisfled wisdom, we venture to re- 
mark that the island of Cuba is not pre- 
cisely all over the world. It lies barely 
100 miles from the United States of 
America. To say that we have some 
duties of humanity and mercy to the 
people whose piteous appeal cavh almost 
be heard across the intervening water 
is not exactly to say that we are bound 
to go in search of wrongs to redress on 
the other side of the globe.

clared that he knew $25,000 in cash wera 
paid for a certain favorable report. 


Bills to Be Submitted.

The spring rush to the Klondike has 


commenced. The first fortune hunting 
parties indeed started during the ear- 
ly part of FVuiuary, though there was 
little possibility of their leaving Seattle 
or Tacoma or Victoria for a month 
later. Some have already sailed from 
Portland for Dyea and Skaguay. From 
San Francisco comes a report that be- 
tween 500 and 1,000 people are daily 
leaving that city. But. in truth, those 
who attempt the passes in March will 
risk life and property, while April gives 
some more genial promise, as the win- 
ter's rigors will have then greatly mod- 
erated, 


-There is naturally the feasibility of 


passing aver the snow laden ground 
with more facility than in wading 
through the slush of later days when 
the thaws commence, but the element 
of ever present danger will last as long 
as a wintry sky hovers above that des- 
olate waste of England's possession 
known as the Northwest Territories. 


Steam yachts have been taken from 


the Atlantic coast by loading them on 
to flat cars and transporting them by 
rail across the continent to the shores 
of the Pacific, where they are being fit- 
ted for the Klondike service. 
Many 


new types of boats have been especially 
designed to meet the exigencies pecul- 
iar to the Yukon river. Almost inva- 
riably the boats of new design are flat 
bottomed and of very slight draft, with 
stern paddle wheels., such as are used in 
navigating the Mississippi. 


It is true there is an aerial railway 


already over the Chilkoot pass and that 
the trip may be made in a few hours 
instead of the previous several days, 
but the traveler is swung along at a. 
rapid rate, at a dizzy height in some 
places, ensconced in a basket and far 
above the banks of snow and jagged 
rock below, to land on the icefields of 
the other side. Then there is a contem- 
plated bicycle road by this route and a 
regular road by the Stickeen river way 
from Fort Wrangell to Lake Teslin, 
alongside the Hootalinqua river, which, 
after its junction with the Big Salmon, 
is known as the Lewes river. 


All these proposed roads will be fin- 


ished during the summer, and the re- 
turn from Dawson City, Forty Mile and 
"Dudahy will be made under compara- 
tively easy conditions next fall. Ad- 
ditionally there is to be on the road 
from Dyea a line of steamers on Lakes 
Lindeman, Bennett and La Earge and 
flatboats on the connecting streams to 
the Lewes river, which at Fort Selkirk 
unites with the Felly to form the 
nighty Yukon. The summer traveler

NORTH ADAMS CRITICISED, 


A Boston Opinion of the Normal School 


Question. 


The Boston Transcript, usually 4 very 


conservative paper, indulges in the fol- 
lowing tirade against the normal schools, 
North Adams, and education: 


There are indications in reports coming 


from the western part of the state that 
the commercial flavor which has from the 
first tinctured the establishment ot the 
four new normal schools still clings at 
least to one of them. It seems that the 
additional lands which it is proposed to 
take for the school in North Adams are 
in the hands of a syndicate, which holds 
them at rates apparently far above their 
real value. It is estimated that the es- 
tates which it is proposed to take will 
cost $30,000, and the Leg-islature is asked 
to appropriate $liO,000 toward this sum, 
the rest to be made up by the city of 
North Adams. The opinion tiaeiUH to be 
growing that the property is immensely 
overvalued, and it has been said that the 
legislative committee that was looking 
over the property thought the common- 
wealth should not give more than $11,000. 
However this may be, it is reported in 
favor of the fall amount. 


The history of the new normal schools 


has been interesting from the outset. It 
was North Adams that made the first 
move for one of the schools,when, in 1894, 
its representative to the legislature was 
sent to Boston almost exclusively for the 
purpose of securing a normal school. The 
board of education had said that in the 
near future one or more additional nor- 
mal schools would be necessary; but it 
did not recommend thai any be estab- 
lished. It was made to appear otherwise 
in the committee hearings at the state 
house in 1894, and not only did North 
Adams ask for a school, but petitions 
came in from several other places. 


By joining ibeir issues, the people of 


North Adams, Fitohburg and Lowell 
finally saw their vray clear to securing 
one apiece. Then a curious thing hap- 
pened. The people of the Cape said one 
to another, "vtfhy not we too?" Then 
they put in their petition. It came late, 
but all the batter for that 
Bach one of 


the other applicants for a school was 
forced to help alone; the Cape sobool or 
lose all chance of getting one itaelf. The 
result was that the Cape got its school, 
and North Adams, Fitohburg and Lowell 
each got theirs. It was a commercial, en- 
terprise from the first, and only inci- 
dentally an educational one.

South Williamsiown and Pownal Far- 


mers Taking Active Steps Toward 


Organization. 


Another meeting of the South Williams- 


town farmers who are interested in the 
formation of a co-operative creamery 
association was held Tuesday afternoon 
at the Idlewild to hear the report of the 
committee that WSB sent to New York 
state last week to investigate. The com- 
mittee was composed of C. D. Phelps and 
H. 0. Savage of South Willlam8town, 
who were accompanied by two Pownal 
men who went on the same business in 
in the interest of the farmers of that 
town, who are also talking of forming an 
association and starting a creamery. 


C. D. PheJps, as chairman of the com- 


mittee, reported the results of its investi- 
gations at a meeting in Pownal Sat- 
urday and at another 
meeting in 


South 
Williamstown Tuesday. 
This 


meeting 
was 
well 
attended 
and 


the report was heard with much in- 
terest. The committee visited the plant 
in Syracuse of the True Dairy Supply 
company, which builds and equips 
creameries, and also visited a number of 
cieamaries which were built by that 
company and are now in operation. 
Farmers who take their milk to these 
creameries were talked with and all ob- 
tainable information on the subject was 
procured. 


The committee was favorably impressed 


by what it learned and the report added 
strength to the movement for a creamery 
in South Williamstown. 
John Dill, 


traveling agent for the True Dairy Sup- 
ply company, was present and gave the 
farmers some figures on the cost of such 
an establishment. He said his company 
would erect and equip a creamery which 
would handle the milk of 300 cows for 
$2,950, or one that would handle the milk 
of 700 cows for §3,550, The equipment in- 
0 i^s everything used in a creamery to 
iue minutest detail. 


Mr, Sanford, representing the Vermont 


Farm Machine company of Bellows Falls, 
was present and wanted an opportunity 
to submit figures for the erection and* 
equipment of a creamery in casa it should 
be decided to have one. He was not, how- 
ever, prepared to give definite figures at 
the time and it was decided to give him 
time to do so before taking any further 
steps. 
Another meeting was held this 


morning to hear what Mr. Sanford had to ] 
say. 
He is also figuring on the Pownal 


creamery and had a talk with the farmers 
there Wednesday afternoon. 


At present it looks as though creameries 


would be established both in South W 
liamstown and Pownal. C. M. Smith ol 
Williamstown has offered in aid of the en- 
terprise in that town the free use of the 
Sweet's Corners mil! property as long as 
the association may see fit to use it as a 
creamery, asking only that the taxes be 
paid by the association. A decision will 
probably be reached in a short time.
